Troops Find Little Trouble In 


Landing In Cuba 


INSURGENTS READY TO RENDER 


THEM SUBSTANTIAL AID 


Washington, June 8—Special—The landing of Amen- 


can troops near Santiago, which was successfully accomp- 
lished yesterday, involved less difficulty than was anticipat- 
ed. Tne fire of the vessels kept the Spanish forts busy, and 
but small bodies of troops were available for attack upon the 
invaders. 
These were easily driven back by the Americans 


and their Cuban allies with considerable '.oss. The Ameri- 
can loss was ^inconsequential. 
The artillery landed consists 


of both seige and field pieces which will prove effective in re- 
ducing the fortifications of Santiago that still remain after 
the naval bombardment. 
The temper of the army, both 


American and Cuban, is excellent, and good reports are ex- 
pected from it within a few days. 


Troops Leave Tampa. 


Washington. Jane 8—Special—Information here 
from 


Tampa says a number of transports left this morning with 
about fifteen thousand troops, presumably for Santiago. 
It 


is the intention to land part near Santiago and take the city. 
Part of the force may be landed at San Juan, as that port 
may be bombarded to prepare for the landing of troops to 
hold the city very shortly. 
Next week, it is thought, will 


see the subjugation of Santiago and the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet completed.

Washington, June 8—Special—Santiago can now offer 


but little resistance to the American assault, and Cervera's 
fleet is at the mercy of Admiral Sampson. This is the ma- 
ture opinion of naval department officials, based upon the 
latest news from the scene of operations. 
The forts at the 


harbor entrance, including Morro, are practically dismantl- 
ed by the American bombardment, the Spanish fleet is 
weakened bythe sinking of the ReinaMercedes.and the injury 
sustained by other vessels renders the fleet incapable of offer, 
ing serious resistance to the combined attack of land and 
naval foices. 
The city would be taken and the fleet destroy- 


ed tomorrow but fsr fear of the mines and torpedoes in the 
harbor.

within a few days, when the vaunted armada of Spain will be 
only a reminiscense.

A Spanish Report. 


Madrid, June 8—Special—A dispatch from Blanco to the 


minister of war, reporting the bombardment of Santiago, 
says: 
"Col. Allea, between Santiago and Cerbrera, 
sus- 


tained a cross fire of the insurgents on land and the Ameri- 
can cruisers on the sea. 
The American fire passed over the 


Spaniards, falling among the insurgents. Our troops were 
well intrenched and prevented the enemy from landing. Our 
troops were unhurt." 


The following version of the operation has been com- 


municated to the press: A bloody encounter has taken place 
at Santiago. 
The American fleet made three attacks, but 


was repulsed each time. 
It is estimated that fifteen hundred 


Americans were killed and wounded, They, however, sunk 
the Reina Mercedes, whose lieutenant was killed. 


Time Was Well Spent. 


Washington, June 8—Special—Although the movement 
troops upon Cuba has been slow it is believed that the 


time has been well spent in training the men and equipping 
them properly for a campaign of several months' duration. 
All the soldiers who have gone may be said to be well sea- 
soned, and are regarded as equal to the veterans cf any other 
army. 
The war department is sanguine that their achieve- 


ments in the field will justify the dtlay in their preparation.

Washington. Juno 8.—Tho Santiago 


expedition, part of which started from 
Mobile last Saturday, sails to-day from 
Tampa.

President McKlnley has been keep- 


ing the wires hot with "hurry" mes- 
sages since Sunday, and after discuss- 
ing the situation 
with the cabinet 


Tuesday ho sent General William It. 
Shatter an imperative ordor to board 
the transports and sail. Allowing foi 
the unforeseen delays Incident to such 
big undertakings, It Is expected 
tho 


American troops will be moving south- 
ward to-day to complete the work BO 
well begun by Admiral Sampson. 


General Shatter was delayed by tho 


difficulty of loading tho heavy siege 
cannon, but tho president refused to lis- 
ten to any more excuses. Some of the 
guns v/lll be left behind to follow tho 
expedition, and as many troops as aro 
In condition for tho work will sail for 
Santiago. 


General Copplnger has been ordered 


from Mobile to command the troops 
left nt Tampa. 


The plans of campaign havo contem- 


plated tho uso of all tho regulars at 
Tampa and Mobile for this expedition. 


The war campaign IB now proceed- 


ing with every promise of bringing a 
speedy conclusion to hostilities. It Is 
•within tho range of probabilities that 
eastern Cuba, the Philippines and Por- 
to Rico will all bo In the possession 
of the United States forces within thir- 
ty days. The news from Cavlte Indi- 
cates that Admiral Dowey, with tho 
co-operation of tho natives, will be ablo 
to take Manila as soon as the first de- 
tachment of American troops arrives. 
Santliico's fate may be determined next 
•week, and tho stars and stripes may be 
Coating over San Juan within ten days 
after the fall of the ancient capital of 
Cuba. There is apparently no obstacle 
to the continuance of the unbroken 
Bcries of American successes.
